A proposed constitutional 
amendment to bolster support 
for education would also Boost 
state income taxes, Gov. Jim 
Edgar said. 

But Carlinville School Superin- 
tendent Randy Tinder contends 
that the two are separate issues. 

The Illinois Senate has 
approved placing the -amend- 
ment before voters in November, 
and the House is expected to fol- 
low suit. 

The state constitution now 
says the.state has the “primary 
responsibility’ for financing pub- 
lic education. The amendment 
calls for a ‘‘fundamental guaran- 
tee’’ of an ‘‘adequate education”’ 
and makes financing the ‘‘para- 
mount responsibility’? of the 
state. 

Edgar said his staff interpret- 
ed the amendment-as requiring 
the state to provide at least 51 
per cent. of education Hoancing. 
_The_ state now picks up only 
about 33 percent. 

A three-fifths majority vote of 
the people would be needed to 


amend the constitution. 

Such a change would cost at 
least $3 billion more a year and 
require boosting state income 
tax rates by 50 percent, Edgar 
said. He said the 3 percent tax 
on individuals would increase to 
4.5 percent. 

“The voters would be mandat- 
ing an income tax increase for 
education, and I wouldn’t stay in 
the way ‘of that,’ Edgar said. 

However, he said he was per- 
sonally neutral on the proposed 
‘amendment. “I’m not saying 
whe' bad or it’s good.’ 

AsKed how he might vote, 
Edgar ‘said, “Ask me just before 
the election 

He added it would be hypocrit- 
ical for a lawmaker to put the 
amendment on the ballot and not 
be willing to vote for an income 
tax inerease if voters approved 
the amendment. 

Tinder said the amendment 
was obviousl va response to the 
lawsuit and t it was too early 
to tell what effect it might have 
on the court case.

Who knows how safe is safe? 


In a memo he probably never thought would be made 
public, an official of the World Bank suggested that the bank 
actively seek to locate industries with a high potential for 
hazardots pollution in poor developing countries. 

His reasoning? Most of the health problems and diseases 
associated with hazardous pollutants, such as cancer. and 
chronic respiratory diseases, strike people over the age of 50. 
In a poor gevetéping country where the life expectancy is 
only 45 or 50 years, the official said, the number of hazard-re- 
lated health cases ‘‘would be statistically. insignificant”’ and 
therefore ‘‘send up no warning flags”’ about the safety of the 
operation : 

Translated from bureaucratic gobbledygook, this means 
that if a person dies young enough, they'll never have to 
worry about their health. Besides, dead men tell no tales. 

Although callous, statistically this argument makes sense. 
And that’s frightening, because all of us know it is wrong, 
wrong, wrong 

But can we prove it? Can we take that passionate gut 
feeling and put it into an unfeeling,- objective, black-and- 
white argument that would have a chanc a public hearing 
against cold, calculated statistical facts 7 

After all, the chances are very good that not one person will 
actually die as a result of the pollution. Can something deadly 
still be called deadly if it doesn’t kill anyone? 

Questions like this can make dealing with agencies og Fe - 
sible for the public’s health and safety — like the U.S 
Environmental Protection Agency, the Illinois Environmen- 
tal Protection Agency and the Illinois Department of Public 
Heaith the stuff of which nightmares are made. Every- 
thing they do seems to be based on statistics. 

Only 16 percent of the young children in Granite City have 
high blood lead levels. That’s one and a half out of every 10 or 
about one out of every six. The IDPH says that's cause for 
concern, but not worry. It’s not an epidemic. i 

Still, the EPA wants to reduce it to about 5 percent of the 
children. That’s one out of every 20. Sound safe enough? 

At 5 percent, if you have sons and daughters in elementary 
school, each of the children would, statistically, have a 
classmate with a high blood lead level. What if it’s your 
neighbor's child? What if it’s your child’s best friend? What if 
it’s your child? 7 

Still safe enough? 

Reduce it to one-half percent. That’s one out of every 200. 
About one from each elementary school. Maybe it’s your 
child’s classmate and maybe it’s not. Maybe it’s your child’s 
good friend and maybe it’s only someone he or she has seen in 
the hall. Is that possibility remote enough? Is it safe to éall 
that safe? 

Logically, each of us knows that we can never expect life, 
even for our children, to be completely free of ri At the 
same time, each of us knows it is our responsibility as a 
society to make the lives of all children as free of risk ‘as 
possible. To do that, agencies like the EPA, IEPA and IDPH 
use statistics. 3 

What’s a statistic? Six hundred people who die in an 
earthquake in Turkey. Three hundred people killed in a train 
wreck in South America. Even 241 U.S. Marines killed in a 
terrorist bombing in Beirut. 

But it’s not a statistic when a neighbor’s child dies. It’s a 
tragedy So the questions we would ask the EPA, IEPA and 
IDPH ‘are: How many tragedies dges it take to make a 
statistic? How safe is safe? 

We not only deserve answers, we deserve answers that we, 
and our children, can live with. 


‘Appropriate names for parks 


Park names are a fitting way to note the good works of 
outstanding citizens, because the sites become permanent 
reminders of the individuals’ positive impact on their com- 
munity. 

That being the case, the Granite City Park District has 
acted appropriately in designating the former West Granite 
Park as Barry Loman Park and the former Webster School 
campus as Randall Robertson Park. 

At the latter park at Kate and Edwards streets, dedication 
ceremonies are planned for 3 p.m. this Sunday, May 3. 
Ceremonies saluting Loman were held at ‘‘his’’ park last 
Saturday. 

Both-men are lifelong local residents. Loman, a banker, has 
served on the Park Board for more than 40 years. Robertson, 
an-attorney, has been the park district’s legal counsel for 
more than 40 years. Those facts alone would justify honoring 
them, but those facts are only the ‘‘tip of the iceberg’’ of their 
yanieg and effective efforts to make Granite City a fine place 
to live. 

For example, Loman as general chairman spearheaded the 
mammoth 75th anniversary celebration of the city of Granite 
City in 1971.

Murray Weidenbaum, former 
economic adviser to Ronald Rea- 
gai, entertained a crowd of busi- 
ness students at Belleville 
College Monday with this theory 
on how to solve the trade deficit.

Gasoline supplies adequate _ 


for summer driving seaso

Good news for car owners: 
Gasoline supplies are adequate 
sheading into the summer driving 
season, so prices at the pump 
shouldn't climb much more than 
three or four cents a gallon, 
industry observers say. 

Better_yet, prices could fall. 
Here’s e best-case forecast: 
Iraq is again allowed to sell its 
crude oil to the world, Kuwait 
boosts production and the other 
nations of the Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
refuse to.cut their own output, 
thus increasing the overall sup- 
ply of petroleum, which trans- 
lates into lower prices for crude 
oil and the gasoline refined from 
it. 

The cloud that could blot out 
this sunny scenario is Libya, 
seller of more than 1 million 
barrels per day to Europe and 
Japan. If Libyan leader Col. 
Muammar el-Qaddafi, angry at 
recently imposed United Nations 
sanctions, turns off the pipeline, 
“those folks will have to get 
their supplies from somewhere 
else,” which would drive up 
crude oil prices, says Mike 
Right, director .of blic affairs 
for the Auto Club of Missouri. 

“How this will all play out, 
your guess is as good as mine,’’ 
Right said. 

This much is clear: U.S. gaso- 
line inventories ‘tare adequate 
heading into the summer sea- 
son,”” said Ron Londe, oil ana-
